Gum Dab Count Per Block, 
Asl^ed by T^.T. Association

County Sanitation District 
officials blinked their eyes to­ 
day upon receiving the most 
unusual request for Informa­ 
tion that they can recall. In 
all seriousness the request 
from the Clean Sidewalks 
Association of New York 
City, asked that an engineer 
be assigned to "count the gum 
dabs on two or three blocks 
of the crowded Los Angeles 
shopping district and send us 
the average number of pieces 
per block.

The problem of the Clean 
Sidewalks Association, set 
forth on Its own letterhead, 
Is this: "In the pursuit of 

our campaign to keep the side­ 
walks clean we have found

th< removal of the chewing 
gum dabs from the pavement 
to be a very difficult problem.

"It is unbelievable that the 
number of this gum should 

run so high. We have actual­ 
ly counted up to 20,000 pieces 
for one single block in the 
crowded shopping district. The 
lasting remedy Is the preven­ 
tion of the gums being thrown 
on the sidewalks and to arrive 
at this we arc preparing a 
special bulletin to be dis­ 
tributed as an educational 
campaign for gum chewers, 
appealing to their civic pride."

The maxi­ 
mum phase of eclipse as visible 
here will occur about 1 p. m.
